Here we are, prostrated for want 
of prompt telegraphic communication, 
and are told that the company will 
soon be on its feet again; we don’t 
want it soon, we want it now; we can't 
afford to wait for months, or weeks, 
or even days, and unless some sort of 
a settlement is made presently, there 
is going to be a mighty big kick, and 
don’t you forget it.“
